Ir becomes a faithful Secretary to record whatever 
concerns the interests of the cause in which he is employ- 
ed. The sacred historians have given us an example of 
fidelity in giving an account of the errors into which the 
pious have sometimes fallen, as well as the noble achieve- 
ments they have wrought in the cause of religion. They 
have done this however, not with a design to aggravate the 
wounds which these errors have produced, nor to destroy 
the influence and happiness of those who have committed 
them; much less to impede the progress of the work 
which they were aiming to succeed. 

It has been a question in the minds of many pious per- 
sons of late whether there is not a disposition among those 
who are engaged in the work of God to swell beyond due 
limits the description of their prosperity. The fault, if it 
really exists, does not indicate a design to misrepresent 
facts, but rather to paint the facts in glowing colours, for 
the purpose of animating the zeal, and strengthening the 
courage of their fellow-christians. The accounts from 
time to time received from some of the schools, and other 
missionary establishments at the west, raise a pleasing 
sensation in the mind, which in some measure sinks as we 
approach the spot; not because any statement is found 
to be incorrect, but because the prosperous and encoura- 
ging events, when viewed in connection with all the at- 
tendant circumstances, give a more mixed representation 
of light and darkness. The christian teacher is subject 
to the alternate influence of despondency and hope ; un- 
der the influence of the former, perhaps he feels indisposed 
to write; but when his hopes are revived by some new 
encouragement, he is liable to forget, as he communicates 
the state of the cause, that there are yet many impedi- 
ments. 

We cannot but pity the rashness of those who conclude, 
that because our expectations are not, in all cases ans- 
wered in the prosperity of missions, there is no success 
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no change in our religious concerns, except so far 
as relates to the ministerial office of two of our 
Churches, which to be sure are important. The 
Presbyterian Church have settled a Pastor, whoa 
think is calculated to be very useful in the Church 
and community. The Baptist church have accepted 
the resignation of its late pastor Mr. Sweet, who. 
has been succeeded by the Rev. Charles Meredith 
last from Newbern N. C. 

We have not received from the hand of the Lord 
those testimonies of his peculiar favour which have 
been copiously poured on his gospel vineyard, and 
caused his people to rejoice in the salvation of mul- 
titudes of their fellow-men. We have however, 
much to be grateful for, when we consider the im- 
portant changes that have passed before us, which 
have been trying and afflictive, notwithstanding 
which a great degree of union and good feelings 
abound amongst us toward one another, and I trust 
a desire to promote the great interests of the Re- 
deemer’s kingdom.”
